TWENTY-NINTH 

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1928. 


THE  Committee  has  pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Subscribers 
the  Twenty-ninth  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1928. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  it  has  to  record  the  death  of  the 
Venerable  Archdeacon  Cook.  Archdeacon  Cook  served  the  Hospital 
for  many  years,  both  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  and  as  a  Trustee, 
and  the  Committee  is  desirous  of  placing  on  record  its  high  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  services  he  so  liberally  and  conscientiously  rendered  to 
the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  again  gratefully  acknowledges  the  satisfactory 
character  of  the  year’s  work,  which  is  in  large  measure  due  to  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  and  the  Nursing 
Staff.  For  this  the  Committee’s  and  Subscribers’  best  thanks  are 
again  given,  first  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  the  time  and  skill  devoted 
to  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  secondly,  to  the  Matron  and  Nursing 
Staff  for  the  capable  and  loyal  manner  in  which  they  have  dis¬ 
charged  their  respective  duties. 

The  Committee  would  again  express  its  thanks  to  all  Subscribers 
and  Donors  and  to  those  friends  who  during  the  year  have  sent  gifts 
in  kind  as  well  as  to  the  many  who,  by  either  individual  or  collective 
effort,  have  helped  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Ladies  Linen  League  formed  last  year  has,  through  the 
energy  of  its  Organising  Committee,  firmly  established  itself  and  its 
future  success  appears  to  be  now  assured.  The  League  has  again 
in  large  measure  relieved  the  administrative  expenditure  by  its 
numerous  gifts,  and  the  Committee’s  thanks  are  warmly  tendered 
to  its  members  for  their  invaluable  aid. 


ACCOMMODATION. 


As  will  be  seen  from  the  Medical  Report  on  page  10,  the  work 
of  the  Hospital  continues  to  expand,  and  the  need  for  further  accom¬ 
modation,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  last  report,  has  been 
further  accentuated,  it  will  be  remembered  that  on  the  occasion 
of  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  the  Chairman  announced  that 
the  Committee  had  had  under  consideration  the  question  of  how  best 
to  meet  the  growing  demand  which  is  being  made  year  by  year  on  the 
available  accommodation.  Tentative  plans  were  then  laid  before 
the  meeting  providing  for  extensions  which,  if  carried  into  effect, 
would  meet  the  needs  for  many  years  to  come.  The  estimated  cost 
of  these  extensions  was  £5,000,  and  an  appeal  was  launched  at  that 
Meeting  for  the  raising  of  that  sum  and  an  Extension  Sub-Committee 
appointed. 

In  an  endeavour  to  help  the  Committee  solve  the  problem  of  how 
best  to  satisfy  the  demands  made  on  the  Hospital,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  Lumb  offered  their  residence,  ‘’Whinfield,”  for  \ise  as  a 
Hospital  for  the  town  and  district.  While  regretting  that  it  could 
not  see  its  way  to  accept  “  Whinfield”  the  Committee  is  desirous  of 
of  placing  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the  offer  and  to  express  its 
sincere  thanks  tc  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lumb  for  their  kindness. 

It  was  with  considerable  reluctance  that  the  Committee  had  to 
decline  the  offer,  but  this  it  felt  obliged  to  do,  chiefly  owing 
to  the  fact  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  during  which 
the  offer  was  open  it  could  not  be  seen  from  what  sources  the 
money  which  it  was  estimated  would  be  required  to  effect  the  necess¬ 
ary  conversion  of,  and  additions  to,  the  property  and  for  the 
purchase  of  the  reversion  of  the  freehold  would  be  forth¬ 
coming.  While  being  prepared  to  anticipate  to  a  reasonable 
extent  the  receipt  of  the  necessary  funds,  the  Committee  did  not 
consider  it  prudent  to  enter  into  the  obligation  without  first  having 
some  more  or  less  definite  assurance  that  the  means  would,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  be  available  to  undertake  it.  In  deference, 
however,  to  the  wishes  of  some  who  did  not  favour  addition  to  the 
present  buildings,  the  Committee  decided  to  postpone  until  the 
end  of  April  further  consideration  of  extension  on  the  lines  pre¬ 
viously  contemplated,  thus  affording  every  opportunity  of  ensuring 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  course  eventually  adopted  may  be  the  right 
one.  By  that  time  the  financial  positiou  will  be  more  clearly  defined, 
and  might  then  possibly  justify  the  consideration  of  a  more  ambitious 
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scheme.  The  Committee  is,  however,  determined  that  the  needs 
of  the  town  and  district  must  be  satisfied  and  the  required  accom¬ 
modation  provided  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  view  of  the  doubt  existing  as  to  whether  sufficient  funds 
will  be  forthcoming  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  of 
extending  the  present  buildings,  the  Committee  had,  previous¬ 
ly  to  its  deciding  to  defer  for  a  limited  period  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  extension,  already  contemplated  some  amendments 
to  the  original  plans  so  that  in  the  event  of  it  being  ultimately 
decided  to  extend  the  present  buildings  the  work  could  be  put  in 
hand  with  a  minimum  of  delay.  These  amended  plans  provide  for  a 
somewhat  more  extensive  scheme  than  was  at  first  contemplated, 
and  in  the  main  embody  the  following  : — 

GROUND  FLOOR. 

Men’s  Ward  : 

(a)  Re-building  of  the  Men’s  Ward  so  as  to  provide  a  minimum 

of  16  beds  as  against  6  (the  number  for  which  it  was 
originally  built). 

This  new  Ward  would  be  so  constructed  as  to  permit 
of  another  floor  being  built  over  it  to  accommodate  at 
least  a  further  16  beds  (minimum)  should  the  necessity 
arise  in  the  future. 

(b)  A  Sun  Balcony  on  the  south  side  of  this  Ward. 

(c)  A  new  Sanitary  Block. 

Women’s  Ward  : 

(a)  To  be  extended,  making  provision  for  a  minimum  of  19 

beds  as  against  11  beds  at  present. 

(b)  A  Sun  Balcony  at  the  south  end  of  this  Ward. 

Private  Wards  : 

Two  new  Private  Wards  and  new  Lavatory. 

The  present  Private  Ward  would  then  be  used  as  a 
Waiting  Room  and  Office. 

X-Ray  Room  : 

To  be  made  seven  feet  longer. 

Kitchen,  etc.  : 

Kitchen  to  be  enlarged  by  taking  in  the  present  Scullery  and 
a  new  Scullery  and  Larder  to  be  built. 

Doctors’  Dressing-room  to  be  provided. 

Operating  Theatre  : 

Walls  to  be  tiled.

New  Bathroom  and  Housemaids’  Pantry. 

Thetenative  plans  as  laid  before  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting 
did  not  provide  for  an  extension  of  the  Women’s  Ward,  but  the  Com¬ 
mittee  now  feels  that  while  the  need  for  extension  here  is  not  so 
pressing  as  in  the  case  of  the  Men's  Ward,  the  opportunity  should  be 
taken  of  carrying  out  an  extension  which  in  the  near  future  would 
no  doubt  become  necessary.  To  give  effect  to  this  would  necessitate 
the  purchase  of  about  1,800  square  yards  of  land  to  the  south  side 
•of  the  Hospital.  This  land  is  the  property  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Grammar  School,  who  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  sell  should 
the  Hospital  require  it. 

The  total  cost  of  this  amended  scheme,  including  the  purchase 
price  of  the  land  and  additional  equipment  required,  would  be 
approximately  £6,000. 

The  Committee  is  satisfied  that  should  extensions  be  eventu¬ 
ally  carried  out  on  the  lines  indicated,  Skipton  will  be  in  possession 
of  a  Hospital  affording  sufficient  accommodation  to  meet  its  re¬ 
quirements  and  those  of  the  district  which  it  serves  for  more  than  a 
generation. 

As  a  result  of  the  Committee’s  appeal  made  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting  for  the  sum  of  £5,000  with  which  to  carry  out  the  original 
scheme,  the  sum  of  £3,000  has  been  received  or  promised  for  this 
purpose  by  way  of  donations  and  by  collective  and  individual  effort. 

As  is  now  generally  known,  a  Bazaar  is  to  be  held  on  a  large 
scale  on  10th,  11th,  12th  and  13th  April  next  in  an  attempt  to  raise 
at  least  £3,000,  which  sum,  together  with  that  already  in  hand,  is 
the  minimum  amount  required.  Whether  or  not  the  accommodation 
necessary  is  eventually  provided  by  way  of  extension  to  the 
present  buildings  or  by  commencing  on  a  new  site  altogether 
depends  on  finance.  The  minimum  sum  needed,  however,  is  a 
further  £3,000,  and  the  Committee  appeals  to  the  people  of  Skipton 
and  district  to  give  its  whole-hearted  support  to  the  Bazaar,  so  that 
the  work  of  the  Hospital  may  be  carried  on  unimpaired. 
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Income  and  Expenditure. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  although  the  number  of  patients 
shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  maintenance  and  admini¬ 
stration  expenses  remain  about  the  same. 

As  already  indicated  this  is  in  large  measure  again  due  to  the 
help  afforded  by  the  Ladies  Linen  League.  While  endeavouring  to 
provide  everything  necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the  patients,  care 
is  exercised  in  all  matters  of  expenditure. 

There  is  a  welcome  increase  this  year  in  the  total  receipts,  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  £3,000  has  been  raised  for  the 
Extension  Fund.  While  there  is  a  considerable  fall  in  the  amount 
received  by  way  of  donations,  which  is  always  a  fluctuating  source  of 
income,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  amount  received  by  annual  subscrip¬ 
tions,  which  increase  though  small  is  nevertheless  most  gratifying. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  income  under  this  heading  should  continue 
to  expand,  subscriptions  being  regarded  as  a  more  or  less  permanent 
source  of  income.  In  this  connection  the  Committee  would  be  very 
grateful  if  those  who  already  subscribe  would  kindly  forward  to  the 
Hon.  Treasurer  the  names  and  addresses  of  anyone  whom  they  think 
might  be  willing  to  become  annual  subscribers  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital.  A  form  for  the  purpose  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

One  very  pleasing  feature  is  an  increase  of  £95  received  by  way 
of  patients’  payments,  and  it  is  very  gratifying  that  appreciation 
of  the  services  rendered  by  the  Hospital  should  be  shown  in  this 
practical  form. 

The  Workpeople’s  Collections  Committee  is  again  deserving  of 
warm  praise  as  having  this  year  been  instrumental  in  increasing  its 
collections  by  £95.  To  the  Collections  Committee  and  to  the  many 
who  contribute  through  this  source  sincere  thanks  are  given. 

The  invaluable  support  given  in  previous  years  by  the  Gala 
Committee  and  all  associated  with  it  was  again  forthcoming,  and 
as  a  result  of  the  1928  Gala  the  sum  of  £400  was  received — £300 
for  the  General  Funds  and  £100  for  the  Endowment  Fund.  While 
thanking  the  Gala  Committee  and  congratulating  it  on  the  choice 
of  a  “perfect  weather”  Saturday,  the  Committee  again  wishes  to 
express  its  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  supported  this  effort  and  so 
helped  to  achieve  the  success  recorded. 

The  Hospital  Ball  loses  none  of  its  popularity  and  again  proved 
an  outstanding  success.  For  the  receipt  of  the  sum  of  £167  10s.  7d.r

.and  for  the  effofts  put  forth  by  the  Ball  Committee  which  enabled 
the  achievement,  the  Committee  is  most  grateful. 

The  Committee  again  tenders  thanks  to  the  Old  Patients’  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  Skipton  Amateur  Operatic  and  Deamatic  Society,  the 
Billiards  and  Bowling  Leagues,  and  the  Ladies  Collection  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  invaluable  aid  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 
In  mentioning  the  Ladies  Collection  Committee,  reference  must  here 
be  made  to  the  untiring  efforts  put  forth  on  its  behalf  by  Miss 
Dewhurst  who,  after  having  acted  as  Secretary  to  this  Committee  for 
many  years,  has  now  been  compelled  to  relinquish,  her  office.  Miss 
Dewhurst  has  given  of  her  best  to  the  Hospital,  and  has  been  largely 
instrumental  in  the  success  which  has  attended  the  work  of  the 
Ladies  Collection  Committee.  The  Hospital  Committee  wishes 
to  place  on  record  its  high  appreciation  of  Miss  Dewhurst' s  services, 

•  and  to  express  its  sincerest  thanks  for  all  that  she  has  done  through 
this  office,  and  in  other  ways,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

The  London,  Midland  &  Scottish  Railway  Company’s  Hospital 
Fund  continues  its  much  valued  support,  the  sum  of  £124  2s.  Od. 
having  been  received  in  respect  of  maintenance  of  its  members 
who  have  been  admitted  to  Hospital.  In  addition,  a  donation 
•of  £42  was  received  from  the  same  Fund. 

Certain  grants  have  also  been  made  by  Approved  Societies 
under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Acts,  and  patients  who  are 
members  of  such  Societies  are  again  asked  to  kindly  inform  the 
Matron  of  this  fact  before  leaving  Hospital.
